Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the following: 

(A) There is no suggestion in the Vamer patent that the fiber optical telecommunicaiton system acts as an optical switch..." (pg. 6, lines 
8-9); 

(B) The Vamer patent also fails to suggest that any portion of the input fiber 950 acts as a loss element having a signal loss" (pg. 6, lines 
16-17); 

(C) The Varner patent with the Becker publication also fails to suggest the signal gain and the signal loss about equal" (pg. 7, lines 1-2); 

(D) The LaBorde patent teaches away from the claimed range by stating that it is apparent that lifetimes above 8 milliseconds can be 
obtained with an erbium loading of up to about 3%." (pg. 8, lines 21-23). 

Argument (A) is unpersuasive because the claimed elements have been met by the rejection under 103(a). Consequently, the Examiner 
has reason to believe that the prior art would perform as an optical switch. Further, the structural element that imparts the switching 
function to the device is not claimed. In particular, the structural element that permits the device to switch from an on state to an off state 
must be claimed. 

Argument (B) is unpersuasive because EVERY element is a loss element. Signlas are inherently attenuated by ANY medium. This is 
fundamental to the art. 

Argument (C) has been previously addressed. See Section 3 of Final Office Action dated 7/21/06. 
Argument (D) is unpersuasive because lifetimes are not claimed. 
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
